Warden Is Freed After 


State Troopers Sub- 
due Rioters With 


Clever Ruse. 


Where Auburn Convicts Rioted 


GUARD IS SLAIN

GASTROPODS GASTRONOMIC^ 
By Hasel Reavis 
Paris—Professional Parisians can 
almost tell 
you the day 
of the 
month by a survey of what the 
gourmets are eating. 
Just now it is snails. The crop 
Is a big one. Snails are fat and 
succulent and the fussiest French­ 
man pronounces them in fine form. 
Epatant—In other words, swell. 
The reason why has to do with 
the wine crop. It was a good wine 
year. The snails, which 
live on 
vine leaves largely, particularly the 
famous snails of Burgundy, bene­ 
fited by the same conditions which 
made for excellent vintages. 
There is standing room only at 
the most famous snail dispensaries 
at the lunch hour. Snails are al­ 
most always takeh as a lunch dish. 
since they are heavy going and no­ 
torious sleep disturbers. 
The technic of snailing scares off 
many timid foreigners after their 
courage Is screwed up to the order­ 
ing point. It involves a pair of 
snail tongs of formidable appear­ 
ance. An American with his first 
snail looks just as silly as a French­ 
man confronted by an ear of com 
on the cob. 


How To Eat Snails 
The gastropod, probably an Inch 
and a half across, is gripped by the 
tongs, held firmly in the left hand, 
exit upwards. 
The “escargot” is extracted with 
a long tined fork, manipulated with 
the right. The snail should glide 
out at the first touch, curled up in 
one morsel which is popped into the 
month and chewed. 
Doctors are called out in the mid­ 
dle of the night to tend people who 
do not chew their snails. 
Connoisseurs consider the garlic- 
scented juice left in the snail shell 
the best part of the dish. It is 
sipped from the shell, still clutched 
by the tongs. 
Finicky people leaves the juice 
for the waiters. In order to ex­ 
tract it you throw your head back 
until you are looking at the ceiling. 
Then up with the snail and down 
with the Juice. A skilled studier 
never smears, 
At this point the Frenchman 
takes a hearty swallow of wine and 
makes contented noises. 
A trained and seasoned French 
gourmet can do a dozen and a half 
snails at a sitting. 
Twelve is 
enough 
for the 
average. 8ix is 
right for a lady and foreigners are 
often satisfied with one. 
Snail eating usually in done In 
groups. 
It is considered chic at 
this time of year to go snailing In 
the quarter around the public mar­ 
kets where some of the “escargot" 
experts of the age operate. 
Snails-for-two are not ordered In 
the best circles, no matter how in­ 
timate the dinner. 
Tile secret snail eater, like the 
secret drinker, is easily detected and 
a social outcast. 
Many French people do not care 
for snails and never eat them.

Another Rod&efefler Starts 
Apprenticeship In Manag­ 
ing Fortune.

Fresh from a trip around the 
world, John D. Rockefeller HI will 
take possession of a desk in his 
fathers cope, od .the twentieth 
floor of the Standard OH building 
at 26 Broadway, to apprentice him­ 
self to the business of being a 
multimillionaire. 
That the boy would some day 
(tome into the administration of the 
Rockefeller fortune has been taken 
foA granted since the night he. was 
bori March 21, 1906. in tiff tig 
:kefe 


hprmomiea, solicited advertising for 
the college daily, taught English to 
foreign employes of the university 
and served as vice president of the 
campus religious society. 
For several summers he has gone 
to Europe, generally traveling third 
class. A year ago he worked for 
three months in the information 
section of the League of Nations at 
Geneva. This summer he has been 
around the globe, as secretary to 
James G. MacDonald, chairman of 
the Foreign Policy association. 
The crown prince of the Rocke­ 
fellers is 23, a modest, slender, smil­ 
ing lad six feet tall, with wavy hair. 
He plays tennis well, but tends to 
more serious pursuits. 
He neither 
smokes nor drinks, but is not in­ 
tolerant of those who do. 
His 
schoolmates 
at Princeton
